tional Historic Site’, so as to make the 
bill read: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the 
Abraham Lincoln National Historical Park 
at Hodgenville, Kentucky, shall hereafter be. 
known as Abraham Lincoln Birthplace Na- 
tional Historic Site, and any law, regulation, 
document, or record of the United States in 
which such historical park 1s designated or 
referred to underthe name of Abraham Lin- 
coln National Historical Park shall be held to 
refer to’ such historical park under and by 
the name of Abraham Lincoln Birthplace 
National Historic Site.

The Joint Committee on Washington MetyOpolitan Problems has 
announced it will conduct public hearings’on area transportation 
problems commencing at 10:00 A.M., y, May 22nd, in the 
Senate District of Columbia Committee Room of the U.S. Capitol. 
The hearings will be conducted by Senator Alan Bible, Chairman 
of the Committee. 


The Committee has just concluded three days of hearings on 
metropolitan water supply, stream pollution and sewage treatment, 
and river basin development topics. It is further studying area 
economic development problems, and will hold additional hearings 
on this subject before Congress adjourns. 


The transportation hearings will include a presentation 
of. the Mass Transportation Survey which has been in progress 
since 1955 under the direction of the National Capital Planning 
Commission and the National Capital Regional Planning Council. 
The Committee will also consider & recent act of the Virginia 
legislature proposing an interstate compact under which to 
regulate many aspects of transportation in the metropolitan area.
